More than 50 participants entered to 
raise funds for breast cancer awareness 
yesterday as part of the We Love You 
Mommy Foundation’s first Go Pink SK 
Run/Walk on campus. 

The walk raised an estimated $3,500 
to $4,200 as participants walked 
throughout campus in pink shirts and 
wristbands that read “We Love You 
Mommy.” 

All proceeds from the event will go 
toward providing mammogram exams 


in the City of Long Beach, co-founder 
of the foundation Julian Courtney 
said. 

“We raised the funds to pay for 
women’s mammograms in the city ... 
and men, the | percent of men that are 
diagnosed,” Courtney said. “We pro- 
mote health, healthy living, exercising 
on a regular basis, eating good on a 
regular basis and getting screened on 
a yearly basis.” 

The foundation started more than 
two and a half years ago, when Court- 
ney’s mother was diagnosed with stage 
IV breast cancer. 

Courtney said the diagnosis inspired 
them to start a fundraiser to raise mon- 
ey for her care. 

“Tt did pretty well, and [my mother] 


and I discussed it and turned it into a 
foundation together to further help and 
spread the love in our community,” 
Courtney. said. 

Courtney’s mother, though, passed 
away before the foundation was start- 
ed. 

“Unfortunately she didn’t pull 
through,” he said. “My mom, Thelma 
Lorraine Wallace, passed away on 
May 30, 2011, and we jumped into [the 
foundation] pretty quick. It’s got a lot 
of love from family and friends, and 


it’s only right to keep it going and keep 


spreading the love that we did receive.” 
The foundation aims to provide

College of Engineering selected 
as Core University Partner 


The college is added to a list of 25 educational 


partners for Northrop Grumman Corp.

A new distinction from Northrop 
Grumman Corp. could make the job 
search for graduate engineering stu- 
dents a little easier. 

Cal State Long Beach’s College 
of Engineering has been selected by 


Northrop Grumman Corp. (NGC), 
the aerospace industry and defense 
giant, as a Core University Partner, 
a distinction that solidifies a part- 
nership to create more opportuni- 
ties in the field for students. 

“Due to the value the company 
sees in us — particularly in recruit- 
ing talent—they [NGC] gave us 

something that distinguishes us from 
other universities,” Dean of the Col- 
lege of Engineering Forouzan Gol- 
shani said. 

The designation places the College 
of Engineering on a list of about 25 


preferred educational partners that 
NGC relies on for resources and a 
future workforce, according to Gol- 
shani. 

Golshani said that NGC will now 
look to CSULB before other institu- 
tions, not included on the list, for re- 
cruiting. He also said the school will 
be considered first to receive scholar- 
ships as well as research and devel- 
opment projects and philanthropic 
donations. 

NGC selected the College of

CSULB 
professor 
witnesses 
Egyptian 
protests

Walking amid hundreds of thou- 
sands of singing and dancing Egyp- 
tian protestors was the highlight of 
Olfat Mohamed’s summer vacation. 

What was planned as a visit to 
Mohamed’s mother in Cairo turned 
into a life-changing experience for 
the Egyptian-born physical thera- 
py professor and adviser. 

* “Tt was like a carnival,” Mohamed 
said. “People of all ages, back- . 
grounds and classes [were there].”” 

According to the BBC, wide- 
spread protests began on June 30 
against former Egyptian President 
Mohammed Morsi. He was de- 
posed by the military on July 3. 

“People were just frustrated be- 
cause they felt Morsi did not really 
change much from [former Egyp- 
tian President Hosni Mubarak],” 
Mohamed said. “They felt the 
{2011 Egyptian Revolution] did not 
fulfill their dreams.” 

Mohamed, who calls herself an 
eyewitness rather than an expert, 
described the scene in Egypt as full 
of unrest. 

“The economy was so bad,” she 
said. “People were just frustrated.” 

When Mohamed heard about 
the protests, she decided to find out 
for herself what was going on and 
walked into Tahrir Square in Cairo.

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Chancellor 
White 

to visit 
CSULB 


CSULB will be his 
18th campus visited 
in the system.

Cal State University Chancellor 
Timothy P. White will spend a day 
at The Beach next Monday as part 
of a CSU-wide tour in which he’s 
visiting all 23 campuses in less than 
a year. 

While it will not be White’s first 
time on campus, this visit will be more 
formal than his previous trips, accord- 
ing to CSU Spokesman Mike Uhlen- 
kamp. 

“He’s trying to learn about the cam- 
puses, and by learning about the cam- 
puses, learn about the system,” he said. 
“No one has engaged in this type of 
tour such as Chancellor White.” 

Uhlenkamp said that by visiting 
all CSU campuses, White hopes 
to gain a broader idea of how each 
campus’ students, staff and faculty 
are different, what each group con- 
siders important and their notable 
achievements. 

“By learning about these individual 
things, he can get a better idea on how 
well he can fit into the CSU system,” he 
said.

Para said he has high hopes for White’s 
visit. 

“T hope the chancellor understands 
that this is a very special place ... 
{with a] special group of students and 
faculty, staff,” he said. “I hope that he 
understands that we are a well-man- 
aged campus, that we are a transparent 
campus.” 

Although White has specific groups 
he must meet with, students will have 
time to speak with him between 11 a.m. 
and 1:30 p.m., during which time As- 
sociated Students Inc. President John 
Haberstroh and Vice President Jona- 
thon Bolin will take him to lunch and 
give him a tour of the campus, accord- 
ing to Para. 

Faculty, staff and students will 
also be able to attend an open forum 
that will be held at the Karl Anatol 
Center at 3:30 p.m. to meet with 
White. 

“T would encourage students to take 
advantage of the open forum and go 
down to see what he has to say,” Para 


said. “And if [they] have questions, ask 
him a question.” 

Some topics likely to be dis- 
cussed during the forum include 


. impressions gained from touring 


the campus, White’s experiences as 
the CSU chancellor and information 
about the CSU in general based on 
prior visits to other CSU campuses, 
Para said. 

Para said White may have other 
events planned for the visit but that 
for now the agenda remains unknown 
until then. 

“We’re going to be very honored 
to have him on campus,” Para said. 
“T hope he learns about CSULB and 
about who we are because I think he’s 
going to like what he discovers.” 

According to the website for the 
University of California, Riverside, 
where White served previously as 
chancellor, he left his position in late 
2012 to become chancellor of the CSU 
system. It has been a year since he was 
selected as CSU chancellor.

“When you’re a core partner, [NGC] 
sends recruiters to your campus and 
the distinction makes it easier for our 
college to work with the company on 
various initiatives,’ Golshani said.

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Pi Kappa Phi members prepare for cross-country ride

Five members of Pi Kappa Phi will 
embark on a summer-long charity bike 
ride across the country this May. 

The bike ride, called the Journey of 
Hope, is a 64-day, 4,000-mile bike ride 
for which 100 members from various 
chapters of Pi Kappa Phi travel from 
the West Coast to Washington, D.C. 

Cal State Long Beach students War- 
ren Claiborne, Mitchell Danford, Jake 
Hoyt, Mike Potts and Brandon Ratner 
will be among those participating. 

Push America, Pi Kappa Phi’s na- 
tional philanthropy, hosts the annual 
summer ride to “push” awareness and 
raise money for people living with 
disabilities in the U.S., according to 
CSULB’s Pi Kappa Phi President Chris 
Myrter. 

Riders must fundraise $5,500 be- 
fore the ride begins, and how the par- 
ticipants raise money for the trip is up 
to them, according to Push America’s 
website. 
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“T was concerned about harassment 
because I heard so much in the media,” 
Mohamed said. 

When she arrived, Mohamed said the 
situation was very different from what 
she had anticipated. 

“T felt I was in the safest place in the

Claiborne, who used to work as the 
philanthropy director, said he has heard 
great things about the ride from previ- 
ous participants. 

“Everyone I’ve talked to who has 
gone on the trip said it’s literally life 
changing,” he said. “This is my last 
year, and I want to go out with a bang.” 

Hoyt said that he’s always “had a 
heart” for helping people with disabili- 


world,” she said. “The young men were 
holding hands to make sure that they 
[could] create a passage for us to pass 
and stay in a women-only area.” 
Mohamed described the scenes in 
Tahrir Square as “eye-opening.” 
“People brought their children,” she 
said. She also said people were singing 
and dancing during the protests. 
Mohamed said the situation and cir-

“Back home, I coached a soccer 
league for kids with disabilities and 
have been doing that since I was 10 
years old,” he said.

unlike any other. 

“The media is dealing with a very 
different scene,” Mohamed said. “They 
are not sure what to call it. Is it a coup? 
It’s hard because it doesn’t fit the text- 
book definition.” 

Although Mohamed said most of the 
protests were peaceful, she was frus- 
trated when she saw al-Qaeda flags fly 
in other parts of Cairo. 

“For God’s sake, al-Qaeda flags were 
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to worry about anything.” 

Hoyt said riding across the country 
and helping people in the process is a 
reward in itself. 

Ratner said he also has a history of 
helping people with disabilities, since 
he worked as a Special Olympics coach 
for floor hockey and basketball in high 
school. He said Push America is the 
reason why he rushed Pi Kappa Phi in 
the first place. 

“I’m going to get more out of it than I 
can ever give these people,” Ratner said. 

Most money raised goes toward com- 
munity centers for people with disabili- 
ties, which the riders will stop at and 
visit along their journey. These stops 
are called “friendship visits,” during 
which riders spend time with the people 
at the center and participate in activities 
such as ping-pong, wheelchair basket- 
ball and puppet shows. 

According to Ratner, the riders will 
make friendship visits nearly every day 
of the trip. 

“You get to interact with the people 
you do the ride for,” Ratner said. “It’s a 
really unique thing.” 

To raise money for the ride, Hoyt 
said he hosted a fundraiser at Buffalo 
Wild Wings, and Ratner is looking to 
design tank tops to sell for donations. 


flying in Ramses Square,” she said. “If 
you told me this would ever happen in 
Egypt — I mean, how?”

To prepare for the ride across the 
country, Hoyt said the group has done 
a weekend training trip during which 
they biked and visited a community 
center in Lake Havasu City, Ariz. 

The summer-long ride will begin 
sometime in late May and end in Au- 
gust, about two weeks before school 
starts, according to Hoyt. 

Riders will have three routes to choose 
from, all of which begin on the West 
Coast. The departing locations for the 
routes include Long Beach (south route), 
San Francisco (north route) and Seattle 
(trans route). All three routes meet in 
Washington, D.C. on the last day. 

Danford, Hoyt and Ratner have cho- 
sen to leave from Seattle while Clai- 
borne and Potts will leave from San 
Francisco.

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Minimum wage increase will benefit many students 


By 2016, California will have the 
highest state minimum wage in the 
U.S., according to Reuters. 

After being approved by Gov. 
Jerry Brown in late September, 
Assembly Bill 10 will raise Cali- 
fornia’s minimum wage to $9 per 
hour by July 2014, according to 
the bill’s text. : 

Seventeen months later, January 
2016, the 
mini- 
mum 
wage 
will 
increase to $10 per hour, according 
to the bill’s text. 

“The minimum wage has not 
kept pace with rising costs,” Brown 
said, according to the Los Angeles 
Times. “This legislation is overdue 
and will help families that are 
struggling in this harsh economy.” 

Given the high cost of living within 
the State of California, we feel raising 
the minimum wage is much needed. 

Ensuring that all minimum-wage 
workers, including many college 
students, see an increase in wages 
is vital to their overall well-being. 

At $8 an hour, the average 
minimum-wage student worker 
would earn $8,320 before taxes for 
working 52 20-hour weeks. 

At $10 an hour, the same worker 
would earn $10,400 working the 
same hours. 

Clearly, the $2,080 increase would do a lot for the average 
minimum-wage worker. 

California’s minimum wage hasn’t matched up with inflation.

The last time California increased its minimum wage was on Jan. 1, 


2008, according to the Department of Industrial Relations. 
To match inflation, minimum wage-should-have-been-at least

Anniversary of Calif: governor recall shows importance of democracy 


To those who think that democracy is an out- 
dated and ineffective process, think again. 

Today marks the 10th anniversary of the recall 
of former California Gov. Gray Davis. 

Davis, who was only the second governor 
to be successfully recalled in U.S. history, was 
embroiled in numerous controversial issues at the 
time of his departure. 

Issues that had plagued Davis included his 
repeated veto to an overhaul of California’s 
workers compensation system and his plan to 
triple California’s vehicle registration fees, ac- 
cording to the New York Times and SF Gate. 

While Davis’ recall led to movie star Arnold 
Schwarzenegger’s assuming office, removing 
Davis was one of California’s proudest moments. 

Instead of complaining, California voters 
took action and shocked many by taking 
power into their own hands. 
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To comprehend the magnitude and rever- 
berations caused by Davis’ recall, one must 
first understand who Davis was and his time 
in office. 

According to the New York Times, Davis 
oversaw rising state energy cdsts and a $38 
billion budget deficit: In addition, Davis’ in- 
ability to talk to voters and legislators further 
worsened his already-low 
popularity. 

While it’s true that Davis 
could never have controlled 
some of the problems that plagued his governor- 
ship, it’s evident that he did not do enough to fix 
them. 


Take a look at Davis’ vehicle registration plan. 


Californians who owned 2003 Ford Explorer 
XLSs would have seen their yearly registration 
fees rise from $182 to $561, according to SF 
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Gate. Owners of 1999 Honda Civic EXs would 
have seen their fees rise from $52 to $159. 

Clearly, Davis’ plan was flawed as it would have 
likely had an unfair effect on low-income car own- 
ers. 

While a few hundred bucks wouldn’t matter 
much to the wealthiest Californians, it would 
undoubtedly penalize those who can barely 

afford their car in the first 
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Tripling one’s vehicle 
registration fees to partially 

fill the budget shortfall was part of Davis’ 
undoing. 

After witnessing Davis’ inadequacies, voters 
took action. 

According to SF Gate, proponents of recalling 
Davis from office needed 897,158 signatures. 

When July 2003 rolled around, recall sup- 
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porters had already gathered almost 1.3 million 
signatures, according to SF Gate. 

The rest, put simply, was history. 

Whether Davis was completely deserving 
of being thrown out of office is not the point. 
What’s more important is that California voters 
woke up to take action against a figure they 
perceived as unfit for his position. 

Californian democracy was exercised in one 
fell swoop. Instead of enduring the painful status 
quo, voters took action and exercised their full 
political rights. 

Yes, Davis’ successor was not as effective or 
popular as some had hoped. 

One cannot doubt, however, that the recall of 
Davis exemplified the power of democracy as the 
founding fathers had envisioned.

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Congress should raise debt ceiling and avoid ridiculous antics 


Now that the federal government has shut down, 
politicians are in a race against time to prevent the 
government from defaulting on its debt obligations. 

This is an obstacle being impeded by hyper- 
partisanship in Congress. 

While visible leaders such as Speaker of the 
House John Boehner (R-Ohio) have said that they 
will do their best to prevent the government from 
defaulting, many Republicans like Sen. Ted Cruz 
(R-Tex.) have refused to compromise on the issue 
of funding the Affordable Care Act. 

Meanwhile, Democrats such as President 
Barack Obama have refused to budge on any de- 
funding of the Affordable Care Act. 


“The Affordable Care Act is moving forward,” 


Obama said according to Whitehouse.gov. “You 
can’t shut it down. This is a law that passed 
both houses of Congress; a law that bears my 


signature; a law that the Supreme Court upheld 
as constitutional; a law that voters chose not to 
repeal last November.” 

With Democrats in the Oval Office and Sen- 
ate unable to reach a compromise with House 
Republicans, the fight over the Affordable Care Act 
has threatened to cause 
delayed payments to Social 
Security recipients and 
bondholders. 

The Treasury Department released a report 
last Thursday that said if the country does not 
meet its debt obligations to bondholders, the 
results would be “catastrophic.” 


“Not only might the economic consequences of 


default be profound, those consequences ... could 
last for more than a generation,” the report said. 
The idea that the default would trigger

another financial crisis “of the magnitude of 
late 2008 or worse,” as claimed by the report, 
comes from the fact that the U.S. does not 
make enough money through taxes to pay for 
all of its expenditures. 

The way the U.S. makes up for that difference 
is by selling treasury 
bonds at a fixed price. 

It’s on the condition that 
the bonds be paid back at a 
certain interest rate for a specific amount of time. 

For example, a 10-year Treasury bond sold 
at 2.66 percent on Oct. 4, according to the U.S. 
Department of the Treasury website. 

As treasury bonds work, the U.S. must pay 
back the amount it borrowed when it issued the 
treasury note, plus interest. 

Currently, the national debt is at $16.9 trillion, 


according to the usdebtclock.org. 

If the U.S. does not keep its promise on paying 
back its debts, confidence in the dollar will fall, 
which will create a financial crisis as the credit 
worthiness of the country falls as well. 

Congress must pass a clean funding bill that not 
only funds the Affordable Care Act but also raises 
the ‘debt ceiling, a limit on how much a country can 
borrow and issue bonds. 

Caught in a pickle between borrowing more to 
keep going or simply missing out on payments, 
Congress must get over its hyper-partisan fighting 
in order to compromise on the Affordable Care 
Act and raise the debt ceiling in order to prevent 
another economic downturn from coming so 
soon.

Republicans have nothing to lose in government shutdown 


In an attempt to end Affordable Care Act, the 
Republican Party has used its majority powers in 
the House of Representatives to refuse to pass a 
budget for the 2013-14 fiscal year. 

The House’s actions have led to the federal 
government’s officially shutting down. 

Only essential government services like na- 
tional security remain open during the shutdown. 

While many have pointed fingers at the Republi- 
cans, what if their strategy is well thought out? 

It’s no secret that many Republicans have op- 
posed the Affordable Care Act since its conception.

The 17th annual 
Ancestor Walk and 
Native American 
bear dancers came to 
Puvungna Saturday.

Hillside and Parkside College resi- 
dents heard the faint sounds of drum- 
beats and native songs Saturday night, 
when the annual Ancestor Walk came 
to Puvungna, the sacred Native Ameri- 
can land next to Parkside. 

What looks like a field of weeds used 
to be an Ajachamen village that covered 
all of the Cal State Long Beach campus 
until the beginning of the 19th century. 
According to Jan Sampson, a CSULB 
alumnus who graduated through the 
Indian studies department, it has never 
ceased to be a cultural, historical and 
religious site. 

Native American community mem- 
bers traveled together through seven 
different sacred sites from San Clem- 
ente to Long Beach throughout Satur- 
day, sunrise to sunset. The culminating 
ceremony is held at Puvungna, which 


Sampson said is one of the most sacred — 


of the still-remaining sites. 

Members of groups from Ajacha- 
men, Tongva, Kiowa and Apache all 
gathered at the sacred site as the sun 
fell to remember their ancestors as well 
as respect the elders that sat around the 
circle, enjoying and exchanging potluck 
food. 

“As native people, we try to be in an 
alliance with other native people,” at- 
tendee Ayopechtli Wind said. “We all 
have underlying similarities, and we 
like to support them and their ways.” 

Smoke from the fire and sage filled

the air, transforming the site into a 
gathering of ethereal people in antici- 
pation of the Bear Dance ceremony that 
was to take place after sundown. 

The event also remembers creator 
Lillian Robles, who in 1993 stayed on 
this land of the Gabrelino-Tongva peo- 
ple for an extended amount of time to 
fight the development of a strip mall, 
according to Sampson. Today, the na- 
tive peoples are still able to use the land 
to pray, reflect and celebrate. 

Robles created the first Ancestor 
Walk 17 years ago, and before she 
passed, she asked that her daughter 
Rebecca continue the legacy. 
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According to Sampson, members of 
the native American community visit 
Puvungna nearly every day, ensuring 
that it remains untouched and respect- 
ed. She said she worries about the new 
university president coming to Cal 
State Long Beach, because it is neces- 
sary to re-educate each new authority 
about the undying importance the land 
has to the native people. 

“Sometimes [the school doesn’t] 
understand how important this site is 
[to the native people],” Sampson said. 
“Every time we hear the school wants 
to develop out here or take parts of the 
land, it hurts so bad.” 

The songs performed during the cer- 
emony were native social songs, influ- 
enced by their animal brothers and the 
elements, according to Josie Montes of 
the Culture Traditions program at Sher- 
man Indian high school. Others were 
ceremonial songs played by multiple 
types of woodwinds, sometimes accom- 
panied by heavy drumming and song. 

Some of the performers were young 


girls from the program. According to 
Montes, they are taught to “walk in a 
good way,” abstaining from drugs and 
alcohol and practicing being good com- 
munity members. They build some of 
their own instruments, including the 
drums they were using during the per- 
formance of their social songs. 

“Song has a lot of medicines,” Mon- 
tes said. “[The girls] know they can al- 
ways turn to music ... to their drum.” 

Part of the importance of the tradi- 
tion is sharing it with youth so that re- 
spect and maintenance of the land can 
be maintained across generations. 

“On a daily basis students learn to re- 
spect ancestors, honor the four directions, 
the heart of sky and heart of earth,” one 
of the elders said over the microphone in 
between the songs presented. 

A tight circle of tents was set apart 
from the main circle, where Sampson 
said eight spiritual leaders had been 
preparing to symbolically transform 
themselves into bears. They spent 
hours in a private sweat lodge ceremo- 
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ny, praying and cleansing themselves 
of negative energies so that they could 
bring unity and healing to the commu- 
nity. 

After the sun went down, children 
chased each other around the edges of 
the sacred circle, some wearing faux 
bear hides of their own. The crowd was 
encouraged to call for the bears to enter, 
followed by a dead silence heavy with 
anticipation. According to attendee 
Ehecatl Wind, this anticipation is a pur- 
poseful part of the ceremonial process. 

The drum beat louder as the bears 
entered the circlé, stepping heavily and 
slowly as the majestic creatures do, 
some opening up to the fire and reveal- 
ing their painted faces as they growled. 

The bears danced to multiple songs, 
and everyone was invited to partici- 
pate and be healed. A line of people 
entered the sacred circle and spiraled 
around the fire. While some of the at- 
tendees were not native by blood, all 
were welcome to participate in the 
healing ceremony. 
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what we had to go with,’ Gimmil- 
laro said. “We did have to put some 
lineups out there that we really didn’t 
want to but even with us healthy and 
at our best, Hawaii was better.” 

After closing out the first set on a 
7-0 run, the Wahine opened the sec- 
ond set with an 8-0 run, combining 
for 15 unanswered points over the 
“Niners. 

LBSU staged a dramatic come- 
back to pull within three points 
after back-to-back kills by Hamp- 
ton initiated a late second set 15-7 
run. The Beach trailed the Wahine 
22-19, but their comeback came 
little too late as Hawaii ultimately 
secured the set. 

Delainey Aigner-Swesey and Chi- 
som Okpala led the ‘Niners in kills 
with nine each while the team as a 
whole hit .079. Hawaii hit .310 on the 
evening. 

“T think if we would have played 
better hitting-wise our defense would 
have picked up a lot better and had 
more confidence in the back row,” li- 
bero Tyler Jackson said. 

The Beach has struggled so far this 
season in their three matches against 
Big West opponents. The last time the 
‘Niners won a set was in a close 3-2 
win over UC Santa Barbara on Sept. 
28, before they were swept in their 
next two matches against Cal Poly 
and Hawaii. 

Following Friday night’s loss, the 
‘Niners will have nearly a week off 
before traveling to Cal State North- 
ridge on Thursday for a7 p.m. match. 
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3-0 weekend including a 6-3, 6-4 
win in the Flight D singles finals over 
UCI’s Andrea Duva. 

“It is very comfortable playing at 
home, and we have our boosters out 
here today as well, and that support 
means a lot to us,” Reid said. “I am 
doing what I have to do to win. In a 
sense, my game is not at its best, but I 
am concentrating on what I am being 
taught in practice.” 

Rozenberg was the final 49er to 
win a singles championship. She took 
down Reka Rohonyi of Loyola Mary- 
mount 6-3, 0-6, 6-0 to win the Flight 
C championship. 

Thompson nearly made it a singles 
sweep for The Beach, but she couldn’t 
complete a comeback against LMU’s 
Miya Jin in a 6-2, 2-6, 7-5 loss in the 
Flight B finals. ; 

Thompson also fell just short in 
the Flight B doubles finals along 
with Eales, her partner. Thompson 
and Eales competed to the end with 
LMU’s combo of Rohonyi and Jin but 
ultimately lost 8-6. 

The 49ers had the most success- 
ful tournament of any of the teams 
participating, which included UCI, 
LMU, Southern Utah, Cal State Ful- 
lerton, Portland State, Cal State 


Northridge and UC Riverside.

The match looked rather optimistic for LBSU 
before it started. Pregame lineup announcements 
included centerpiece players Haleigh Hampton 
and Bre Mackie, both of whom had been question- 
able prior to Friday due to injuries. 

Playing in only her fourth match of the season 
and first since Sept. 1, Hampton played parts of all 
three sets under the net, managing four kills and 
two blocks while hampered by a left knee brace.
